Wil- 
liam G, Brownlow, when governor of Tennes- 
see, appointed him chancellor of the Knox- 
ville district, and also tendered him a position 
on the supreme bench of the state, which he 
declined. Though his selection for postmas- 
ter was made atthe suggestion of Mr. Houck, 
between whom and Mr. Maynard, as well as 
Mr. Rule, there is an enmity of long standing, 
it has no political significance whatever. 
Judge Temple is said to be a worthy man for 
the place, and was selected by the postmaster 
general, the attention of the president never 
having been called to it.

Sheep-Ralsing at the South. 

Hon. D. Wyatt Aikin, of South Carolina, 
whose views 6n farm matters in the south are 
usually considered sound, has lately been 
writing about sheep-raising in that section, 
and says some things that may be profitable 
to those who think that a fortune can be 
made in a few years by a liberal investment 
in native sheep, turning them! loose in the 
woods, hiring a shepherd and visiting the 
ranche once or twice a year to receive the 
profits. Mr. Aikin says: “If the farmer has 
no secure place for his cotton or corn crop 
when harvested, it will surely ‘walk off,’ and 
he wll find his supply short sooner than he 
expected. So with his animals. If his horses 
are not regularly fed and watered they will 
grow poorer every day. If his cows are 
allowed all winter to stand in the pub 
lic road at the fence corners; they will 
shiver away into starvation by spring; and if 
they have to live with yokes around their 
necksor their horns ticd to their fore feet, as 
may be seen nowadays on all our public 

| , they will not be remarkable as 


milkers. And justso it is with sheep. If 
they are to be boughtand turned upon the 
farm just to have it said’ that there is a flock 
Of sheep on the farm, but never to be called 
together except at shearing time, or whena 
leg of mutton is needed, it will be poor 
economy to invest in a flock of sheep even at 
$iahead. Butif it be economy to shelter

Overflowed Lands, Rallread Accidenta, Ete. 

Quincy, ILt., October 20.—Dispatches from 
New Canton and Rockport announce a disas- 
trous break in the levees two miles above 
Scott's landing. Water is pouring through 
the crevasse in torrentsand avast area of 
highly cultivated land is being rapidly inun- 
dated. Runners were sent out to warn the 
people, andthe farmers are using superhu- 
man efforts to save their stock and house- 
hold effects. The disaster occurring at this 
time ismuch greater than ever before, asa 
very large area of winter wheat has been sow- 
ed. Cofn and other crops have net been se- 
cured and the bottoms are full of cattle, horses 
and other live stock.

war, and that, in fact, it all depends upon the 
good will of the “central power that rules the 
union,” If this notion should spread of 
course there WHL be purchases of the confed- 
erate loan and innocent and foolish people 
will lose their money to others Whoare toolish 
buthy no means innocent. Uncle Sam isa 
good debtor to have in one's books, and if the 
public can be duped into fancying that he is 
the “party” who really owes the money raised 
tor the southern states—or at least that he 
can getit paid if he likes—it would not be sur- 
prising to see before very long this worthless 
paper quoted ata fancy price. There has been an 
interchange of cCommon,sympathies’ which 
has made the “heartsof the two great English- 
speaking communities beat in unison and 
aceord” (vide the World), and consequently, 
not to mince the matter, Uncle Sam ought to 
“stuimp up’ aud be generous, To people who 
know nothing whatever about the facts (and 
there are many in that predicament) this will 
appeara plausible view to take, and I should 
not be much surprised to see more “British 
gold” go where much went during the 
days of the confederacy. It cannot be doubt- 
ed, however, that the swindle will be exposed

f remember that one day in September 
1865, | went to see Mr. Seward in the state de- 
partment at Washington, and found him in 
umn unusuallly pleasant aud communicative 
mood. He talked about many things, ‘fn- 
clading the vicissitudes in a game of whist 
which we had played at his house the previ- 
ous night—for Mr. Seward delighted in whist, 
and plaved it exceedingly well for a man who 
would insist or talking all through the game, 
After some little chat ofa general kind, the 
secretary turned sharply te me and said: 
“How much did Mr. So-and-so (naming a 
well-known gentleman in London) make 
out of his confederate bonds?’ 
replied that I did not believe he had ever held 
wny, but Mr. Leward shook his head, rang his 
“little bell,” of which we used to hear so 
much, and told a messenger to bring the 
“listof British bondholders.” In a minute 
or two the list was brought and Mr. Seward 


and 
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first read out the names of several prominent 
public men in England and then handed the 
paper tome. It purported to be a list of per- 
sons who had either subscribed for the con- 
federate loan or had been allotted shares in it 
in eonsideration for their service. I cailed 
Mr, Seward’s. attention to the fact that Mr. 
Gladstone was down for £2,000 and Mr Bright 
(as wellasI can eneuber) for about the 
samesum, and asked nim if he thought it 
probable that either of these gentlemen would 
have taken a present of confederate 
stock ? oe do not know any- 
thing about that,’ said Mr. Seward; 
“there is the list, and I suppose those names 
did not get on it by accident.”” ‘‘May I ask 
you where the list came from?’ I said, and 
the secretary had not the slightest objection 
to tellme. It came from Paris. I afterwards 
ascertained that it was in the handwriting of 
Mr. Bigelow, then minister in France, who 
had bought it with other pretended confeder- 
ate papers of certain persons who at that time 
were quite ready to manufacture as many 

documents of the Kind as Mr. Bigelow or any” 
body else was willing to buy. 

“You may publish this list if you like,” 
said Mr. Seward as I rose up to go, but I de- 
clined even to forward it with my usual letter 
to London, and was in hopes that Mr. Seward 
would see that the whole affair was an impos- 
ture. Notso; a few weeks afterwards thie list 
was sent through the associated press to all 
the papers, and then it was republished here, 
and there was a great to-dv about it, almost 
everybody who was named in it having hast- 
ened to send a strenuous denial that he had 
taken any part whatever in the issue of the 
confederate loan. Among the very first to 
write a disclaimer was the gentleman whom 
Mr. Seward had first mentioned to me, now 
no longer living. Decidedly Mr. Seward had 
no love for that man; indeed, he, threw upon 
him all the blame for the way in whichghe 
union cause had been misrepresented to the 
people of England. The secretary probably 
Wished to “pring him out,’’ the say- 
ing gues, and to inflict a little 
on vthers who had been unfriendly 
the porthern arms; but he did not act unfair- 
ly. Ile believed the list to be partly genuine 
and partly spurious, and he left the persons

After that, confederate paper sunk very low 


value of $2,500,000 were put up for auction at 
a salesroom in Broadway. I went from curi- 
osity to see what happened.

At 
last some one bid a dollar for the $2,500,000, 
and then afew more dollars were bid, and at 
last the magnificent price of $31 was reached, 
and at that the whole cargo was knocked 
down to Mr. Parker. I wonder whether by 
any chance itis this valuable consignment 
which has now made its way to the. London 
market, and is being introduced in so ‘“‘gen- 
teel’’ a fashion by the city editor of the Lon- 
don World? It would be very curious if this 
were so. At the sale to which I have referred
